THE SPECIAL SESSION. 


At noon 011 yesterday the special 


session of the 32d General Assembly 
of Illinois convened at the capitol, in 
pursuance of the call of Governor 
Cnllom. 
A quorum was present in 


each house, and tbe formal opening 
was entirely void of special interest. 
The -'racket" which had been adver- 
tised to come oft' in the house did not 
materialize, Speaker Thomas taking 
the chair and bringing down th< 
gavel at precisely twelve o'clock. 
without objection from any one. Af- 
ter prayer by the venerable Father 
Hale, the clerk rend thu proclamation 
of the governor convening the legis- 
lature, and then proceeded to cnll tbe 
roll. 
Various resolutions were intro- 


duced and adopted or referred, after 
which the message of tho governor 
was road 


Tho message is a plain, business- 


like document. The six topics in 
eluded in the call tor sin extra session 
are taken up in order. 
The gover- 


nor first shows the legislature that it 
is its constitutional duh to renppor- 
tion the senatorial districts, quoting 
the provisions of the constitution on 
the subject. 
He next alludes to tho 


fact that, ns Congress has given Illi- 
nois an additional representative, the 
State should be divided into now 
Congressional districts, and sponks of 
the legal requirements as to populfi- 
tiod and uniformity imposed upon 
the legislatuio in this work. Consid- 
erable space is then devoted to the 
discussion of tin; necessity of addi- 
tional transportation facilities 
by 


water and to the cnnal question in 
general, so far as it affects this State. 
The Governor urges the legislature 
to provide for the proposed transfer 
of the Illinois and Michigan Canul to 
the general government, but insists 
strongly that this transfer shal.' be 
made conditional to the enlargement 
of the canal and the improvement of 
the Illinois river, and the construc- 
tion of the Honnepiu Caual by tho 
government. 
In 
considering tho 


question of revising the criminal 
code, the governor states tlint tho 
feeling in favor of si revision that will 
result in bringing criminals to jus 
tice more speedily and with more 
certainty is growing in tho Stato, and 
in alluding to the defects in tho laws 
to which his attention has been called, 
refers especially to the want of uni- 
formity in the penalties for certain 
crimes. 
He advises legislation ena- 


bling the ]udge to fix the sentence in 
criminal cases. ;nstoad of the jury. 
HS at present, and calls attention to 
the defects in tho statutes regulating 
the granting of continuances. He 
also advises such legislation ns will 
secure greater certainty in the selec- 
tion of good jurors, and closes by 
explaining that he did not think it 
best to ask the legislature to make 
the revision .it this piosent session. 
which would take a great deal of 
time. 
It was for this leasou thsit he 


recommended tbo appointment of a 
commission to study the subject, and 
ropoit to the next legislature 


Tho concluding pnrngiaphs of tho 


message relate to the correction of a 
clerical error 
made la-4 session, 


whereby a deficiency was occasioned 
in the Normal university appropria- 
tion for current expenses, and to the 
necessity of making an appropria- 
tion for the expenses of the special 


The message was referred to the 


appropriate committees, and both 
houses adjourned for the day. It 
was expected by many that the Dem- 
ocrats in the house would precipitate 
the question of reorgani/ntion. and 
the fact that they hold n two hours' 
caucus just before the time of the 
meeting gave color to the rumor. 
JJnt the result of that caucus wns 
shown in the meekness and quiet- 
ness with which the Bourbons suc- 
cumbed to the inevitable uud accept- 
ed without protest the established 
order of things. 
There were n very- 


few Republican members who would 
have beeg glad to show their dissat- 
isfaction with Speaker Thomas by 
favoring a reorganization of 
the 


house, but they were evidently too 
discreet to furnish ammunition for 
Democratic use. 


There is much difference of opin- 


ion as to the probable length of the 
special session, but every member of 
botli houses expresses the hope that 
ik will be brief—a hope, by the way, 
which is heartily concurred in by the 
people of the state. 


THE DEAD POET. 


Henry "Wadswortb Longfellow, the 


poet whoso productions have shed 
more lustre upon American litera- 
ture than those of any other man, is 
dead — dead after a life that leaves 
nought but good behind it. 
The de- 


tails of his last illness w'll bo found 
in our news columns, and will be 
read with mournful interest by every- 
body. 
Tho death of such a man, 


after having passed far beyond the 
years allotted to humanity, does not 
bring with it that wild grief which 
follows the cutting off of a great and 
good man in his prime. 
It brings 


rather tiie refined sorrow whicli re- 
alizes that it is man's lot to die, and 
that the good and wise aro aot ex- 
empt from the general rule

says: ''The news of Longfellow's 
death will be road with deep regret 
wherever the English language is 
spoken. 
The death of no literary 


Englishman could excite more genu- 
ine sorrow than that of the much- 
loved author of 'Evangeline.' 
He

in America than in this country."
